He said the solution to the country's problems 
does not lie in segregation or separatism, He said 
he was not a separatist, and that he wants whatever America 
has to offer, 


ABERNATHY is further reported t« have stated, 
“the time has passed for passive non-violence, We must 
escalate our non-violence with demonstrations that will | 
tie up Wall Street and the business community." He also 
stated that he still favors non-violence but “the day 
nav come when I'm standing out here by myself yelling 
non-violence," 


It has been reported under another caption that 
the UBS at the University of Miami sponsored a demonstration 
at that school on the afternoon of February 2, 1970, in 
which they demanded an increase in scholarships offered 
black students and also an increase in the number of 
black professors employed by the University. The above 
article reported that during his speech, ABERNATHY voiced 
Strong support of the University of Miami black students.

to grant them (the black student demands) as a gesture of 
good will."

The February 6, 1970, issue of the Los Angeles Times, 
Part II, Page 1, a Los Angeles, California, daily newspaper, 
contained an article reflecting that Reverend Jesse L. Jackson, 
Chicago, Illinois, based head of Operation Breadbasket, economic . 
arm of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC), was 
in Los Angeles, California, the previous week to spearhead the 
formal organization of a Los Angeles chapter of Southern Chris- 
tian Leadership Conference. 


According to the article Reverend Jackson spoke at 
two meetings of Southern Christian Leadership Conference at 
the First AME Church, Los Angeles, and then led a three day 
retreat near Malibu, California, where local figures, students, 
professionals and others from the black community planned the 
Organization's strategies. The Reverend H,. H. Brookins, Pastor 
of the First AME Church,was elected president of the new Los 
Angeles Southern Christian Leadership Conference chapter. 


The article reflected that Reverend Jackson held.a 
brief news conference on February 5, -1970, at which time he 
stated that the Southern Christian Leadership Conference was 
moving toward systematic power rather than the charismatic power 
of one man and the formation of the chapter in Los Angeles, like . 
those being formed across the nation, would perpetuate the strength 
of the civil rights organization by giving structure to what had 
been a loose-knit affiliation of churches, ministers and support 
groups of students, laymen and poor people. Reverend Jackson 
stated that a major project of Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference would be to carry on what was started at Resurrec- 
tion City, when poor people from across the country camped in 
Washington, D.C., to press for government attention to hunger 
and poverty. He stated that Resurrection City, rather than being 
Ole, was an idea in history as no one spoke of hunger 
- - befone then and it succeeded in putting hunger high up on the 
ion's priorities. 
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During the news conference Reverend Jackson re- 
lated that Southern Christian Leadership Conference would 
conctfitrate on getting better health services for the poor, 
on strengthening the political power of black people and on 
organizing black businessmen in a concerted effort to raise 
economic levels. He stated that power had to be demanded 
and the blacks would help themselves by not cooperating with 
those companies that would not cooperate with them. Reverend 
Jackson pointed out that Operation Breadbasket presses for 
the employment and promotion of blacks and for the stocking 
of black-eproduced goods through boycotts and negotiations. 
He stated that Southern Christian Leadership Conference 
basically believed that the white outside owner has the 
production power, but the blacks have the consumer power and 
with the size of the churches and student groups who will be 
involved, Southern Christian Leadership Conference can win,

A confidential source on March 23, 1970, furnished 
a mimeographed letter entitled "Forgotten Man Imprisoned 
13 Years For a Death Declared Accidental By the Alabama 
Supreme Court,” which is a statement from Larry Morkert, 
St. Paul's Lutheran Church, Birmingham, Alabama. This 
letter mentioned that a prayer vigil for justice, which 
will include a car caravan leaving from Kelly Ingram 
- Park in Birmingham at 1l a.m., Saturday, April 4, 1970, | 
will be held at noon on the steps of the Bessemer, Alabama, 
\Qourthouse. This letter also mentioned that Caliph 

shington, a young Negro man home on leave from the 
Army on July 12, 1957,- was driving near Bessemer, Alabama, 
when he was stopped by a policeman. The policeman drew 
his gun, a scuffle followed, a shot was fired, and the 
police officer fell dead from his own gun. - An Alabama 
jury judged the death to be accidental. The mimeographed | 
letter stated that Washington was tried and sentenced 
to death in the electric chair for first degree murder.

On March 24, 1970, representatives of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI) attended the movie "King" 
which was advertised in "The Evening Star" newspaper, 
Washington, D. C. (WDC) on March 23, 1970, as "A motion 
picture tribute to Martin Luther King, in 1000 theatres 
across America. One night only. All proceeds go to the 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Special Fund for the War Against 
Poverty, Illiteracy and Social Injustice." This film was . 
further advertised as being available to viewers in twenty- 
four WDC theaters. Tickets sold for $5.00 each, however, 
several theaters were designated as already having sold 
all available tickets. 


"Martin Luther -King, Jr. is publicly identi- 
fied as nationally known civil rights leader 
and former president of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference, a nationally known 
civil rights organization headquartered in 
Atlanta, Georgia. King was assassinated On 
April 4, 1958." 


The prologue of the film indicated that it was a 
documentary of events surrounding King's activities trans- 
piring during the period commencing with the bus boycott in | 
Montgomery, Alabama, on December 5, 1955, through the time when 
he was assassinated. The movie for the most part consisted of 
film clips portraying King's involvement in the Civil Rights 
Movement. Some of the events portrayed in addition to those

followers for better housing conditions. Narrative for the 
movie consisted mainly of King's speeches and intermittent 
soliloquies by well known actors including Harry Belafonte, 
Diahann Carroll, Ben Gazara, Charlton Heston, James Earl 
Jones, and Paul Newman. Documentation was limited and con- 
sisted of a showing of a date or location where an event 
reportedly took place. A few individuals including law 
enforcement officials and civil rights leaders were identified 
by name. Other events portrayed were not specifically identi- 
fied. Of the many events shown, there were several instances 
depicted involving clashes between demonstrators and law 
enforcement.

in age from 25 to 50 years. The film was well received by the 
audience as evidenced by their overall reaction to it, however, 
little emotion emitted from the audience during the movie.

T. Y. Rogers, Rev. J. Ej Lowery, Rev. Fred L. Shuttlesworth, 
and Mrs. Martin Luther King, Jr. The headquarters for the 


meeting was the Metropolitan AMD Zion Church, 1530 4th 
Avenue North, Birmingham, pastored by Rev. J. W. Wactor. 
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On Tuesday afternoon at 1:00 p.m., an opening 
luncheon was held at the A. G. Gaston Supper Club Lounge. 
It was attended by approximately 100 persons, including 
Alabama Christian Movement for Human Rights (AC?IR) Board 
members and other local citizens who were invited, namely, 
Mr. and Mrs. John Drew, Attorney Peter Hall, and Dr. A. G.

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The first official session of the Board got 
underway at the Metropolitan Church, where over $8,000 was 
given to the organization by members of the Bo.::rd. Each 
Board member is expected to make a minimum contribution 


of $100.00 annually to the parent organization during its 
Board Meeting. 


A City-wide SCLC-ACMHR Mass Meeting was held at 
8:00 p.m. at the 1L6th Strect Baptist Church, Birminghan, 
pastored by Rev. J. T. Crutcher.

Rev. Edward Gardner spoke and Lambasted persons 
whom he stated were present but who had left the movement 
and are not usually in attendance on Monday nights at 
ACMHR mass meetings.

This article reflected that Ralph D. Abernathy, 
President, Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC), on 
May 17, 1970, announced a march against the “violence, brutality 
and killings that have thrown America into a national emergency 
in recent weeks" to be held in Atlanta on May 23, 1970. This 
march is scheduled to commence at 10:30 a.m. at the tomb of 
Martin Luther King, Jr., former President of SCLC, and proceed 
to the Georgia State Capitol and then to Morehouse ee 
Atlanta, where a rally will be held. 


According to Abernathy, the names of the nation's 
“ten most unwanted politicians" will be revealed. Abernathy 
stated this activity would also address itself to the "wanton 
murder” of six Black men in Augusta, Georgia; the "increasingly 
brutal repression" of Negro movements in the South; the killing 
of the four Kent State University, Kent, Ohio, students; the 
“national climate of fear and repression" caused by the Nixon 
administration; and the escalation of the Vietnam war. In 
addition, Abernathy said he would announce at the rally plans 
of SCLC for other activities during the next few months.

We know, and even the rich people and city offi- 
cials of Augusta admit, that blacks have been kept in the worst jobs, the lowest standard of living and 
are brutalized by the police both inside and outside the prisons and jails of Augusta. With Kent State 
we know the role ROTC plays in organizing manpower for the war in Vietnam and that the university 
administration at Kent had banned all demonstrations on campus. And lastly we know that the war 


in Victnam is wrong and that it is a violation of the right of self-determination of the peoples of 
Southeast Asia. , 


The protests, then, were justified. The deaths resulting from those protests were not. In response to 
these deaths, -these attacks upon the black community, these attacks upon the students and the right 
to struggle to change the ills of our society we must build larger and larger protests.
